HALLE (Saxony) May 11.— 
The German fascisti joined by 
scores of war veteran societies 
and secret military organizations, 
70,000 strong, descended on the 
red town of Halle, Saxony, to- 
day, completely overwhelming all 
Communistic opposition. 

On the bigh roads, however, in 
a series of running batties, re- 
sem bling u and Concord, 
the Comm an militia 
fought tently. 

Militia headquarters estimate 
the dead at between twenty and 
thirty-five, with fifty wounded and 
ten missing. 

Armored cars and militia 
stormed the Engiehardt Brewory, 
which the Communists made their 
stronghold inasmuch as the brew- 
ery commands the road on which 
the fascieti marched. The militia 
arrived in four columns, accom- 
panied by heavy armored cars,

Unalaska Island, shortly before 
noon April 30 to rejoin their three 
com ns. Th rescued a few 
of their records food rations 
from the debris and started on a 


long tramp down the mountain 

side toward the orth Pacific 

Ocean shore line. | 
REACH CABIN 
After many hardships they 


finally reached a trapper's cabin, 
situated on the southern tip of 
Port Moller Bay last Wednesday 
morning, where they obtained food 


and a warm place to sleep. They’ 


were utterly exhausted from the 
seven-day tramp under severe 
weather conditions and they rested 
three days in the cabin. Tester- 
day the flyers, feeling refreshed 
in mind and body, walked to the 
beach and were able to flash the 
first message of their safety to the 
world early today after being re- 
ported missing ten ‘days. 

Only “nerve and concentrated 
food rations” saved their. lived, 
said the brief m broadcast 
from Port Moller. The trials and 
privations were excruciating, but 
they plodded on persistently and 
won a gigantic battle with the ele- 
ments against great odds. The brief 
radio note which stated they would 
remain at Porth Moller until re- 
ceipt of further orders from head- 
quarters in Washington, D. C. fol-

MARTIN SNOW-BLIND

of elephants, the largest I ever 


saw. 

“The first night and day there 
had been only the slightest kind 
of a breeze. On this sixth day 
there was still only a gentle north 
wind, but it was ve chilly and 
made the night aimort fmpossible 
to bear. We left camp at 4 in 
the morning going on down stream 
and at 8 o'clock arrived at a trap-

y was only three miles, away 
but travel was possible only on the 
rocks on the edge of the stream.

“The cabin was deserted but we 
found a scant supply of food. There 
was some flour and pickles and sal- 
mon bellies. I made hot cakes for 
the first time in my life, but they 
sure tasted good, 


BOTH EXHAUSTED 
| "We were so weak we coul 


hardly stand, All the previous sev- 
en days we had been existing only 


iried with us. After two hot cakes 
we fell asleep without blankets, 
bawakened and had more hot cakes, 
five this time. We slept again and 
had creamed salmon and hot cakes 
for breakfast. We were still very 


weak, 

“At moon next day a brace of 
Mallards alighted on the bay in 
front of the cabin and we killed 
them with the trapper's rifle. Roast 
duck and hot cakes for dinner 
and man, but they were good, 
Harvey went out on a recon- 
nalssance and killed two Alaska 
rabbits. We had too much food. 
After a Southern breakfast of fried 
rabbit, hot cakes and gravy we put 
the cabin in order and left for Port 
‘Moller at 7:45 a.m. We followed 
the beach for twenty miles, ar- 
riving at the Pacific-American fish - 
erles cannery at Port Moller at 
6 o'clock. It was our first sight 
of humanity since the crash. 

What a grand and glorious feel- 
ing. Safe at last. We were car- 
ried across the bay by a joco na- 
tive to the cannery. and the au- 
thorities were most hospitable and 
| solicitous of ovr welfare. There 
was plenty of delicious food and 
rest where the fires did not melt 
down into the snow. And not the 
least of their gen ty were a 
bath and a shave.”

TAX BILL VETO 
MAY BE EVADE 


Conferees Likely to Delete 
Objectionable Parts 
Conservatives Have Upper 
| Hand in Committee 


Publicity and Surplus Items 
Features Opposed

MAY ESCAPE VETO 
Republican leaders in Congress 
do not believe the President will 
veto the bill merely because sur-

They do think he 
might veto it on account of the 
publicity provision or on account 
of the proposed new tax on undis- 
tributed earnings of corporations. 

At the best it is recognized that 
the bill will not be satisfactory to 
President Coolidge or to Secretary 
of the Treasury Mellon, and that 
if it is signed it will be on the the- 
ory that it is better than existing 
law. Its enactment’ into law would 
be followed by campaign efforts by 
the President to arouse public sen- 
timent for the adoption of the 
original Mellon plan by Congress 
at an early date, 

It is expected that the Repub- 
lican Senate conferees will be Sen- 
ators Smoot, Utah, chairman of the 
Finance Committee; McLean, Con- 
necticut, and Curtis, Kansas. Al 
are conservative Republicans and 
strong administration supporters. 
The House Republican conferees 
will be Representative Greene, 
Iowa, chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee; Hawley, Ore- 
gon, and Treadway, Massachu- 
setts. Representative Greene has 
favored higher surtaxes than ad- 
vocated by Secreta Mellon and 
has criticized other features of the 
administration program.

LINE UP SIX TO FOUR 


When the Republic; stand 
together as they will on some 
issues in opposition to the Demo- 
crats the vote in conference will 
be six to four.

There is little to harmonize in 
the Senate and House provisions 
relative to the 25 per cent reduc- 
tion on earned income, the only 
difference being that the Senate 
bill limits the benefits to $10,000 
of earned income while the House 
fixes a limit of $20,000. 

Indications also are that the 
conferees will reject the Senate 
amendment sponsored by Demo- 
and supported by radical 
Republicans for a tax on undis-| 
tributed earnings of corporations.

the various merchant marines.”

Water Bottom is Discovered 
in Superior No. 20

TORRANCE, May 11.—Two im- 
portant developments took place 
in this field last week. They con- 
cerned opposite ends in the field. In 
the southwest section of the field, 


the Chanslor-Canfield Midway Ou 
Company, with one of the most 
westerly wells in the district, on 
Redondo Road, proved up a large 
territory by completing Del Amo 
No. 12 at approximately 3670 feet. 
The well yesterday was not official- 
ly on production, but it had re- 
sponded to the swab enough to 
make it look like a flowing well. 
even though it may be a small 
producer. 

While proving up a big area in 
the southwest, the Chanslor-Can- 
field Midway's well was somewhat 
of a disappointment for those who 
have grown enthusiastic over the 
territory during the last ninety 
days. It was expected, by some, 
to start out at about 800 barrels. 
Judging from the performance of 
the well, the apex of the structure 
on the west side will run between 
it and Del Amo No. 1. the dis- 
covery well of the field, about a 
half-mile to the north. It also 
makes a half-dozen wells drilling 
south and east of it look much 
less promising than they did a 
few weeks ago, and yet the Del 
Amo No. 12, definitely proves up

FIND BOTTOM WATER 

The other important develop- 
ment of the week was the dis- 
covery of bottom water in the Su- 
perior’s Torrance No. 20, in the 
far southeast section of the field. 
This weh offsets the Southland Pe- 
troleum Company's Oakley No. 1. 
the most easterly of the produc- 
ing wells in the field. The Oakley 
well was completed at 3800 feet, 
and the Superior well finished at 
3806 feet.

VETERAN HERE 


LEGALLY EAD 


Reads in “Times” Result of 
Suit in Indiana 


Action Taken by. Sister 
Settle Property 


Sawtelle Inmate is Merely 
~ Amused by News 


John C. Kopp, 47 years of 
Spanish War veteran, inmate at 
the Sawtelle Soldiers’ Home, 
learned yesterday through The 
Times that he had been declared 
legally dead by the Probate Court 
judge at Evansville, Ind. 

Notice of his legal demise, which 
was contained in a dispatch from 
Evansville, was the first word Kopp 
had received from his relatives 
since 1901 when he came West. 

The Probate Court decision was 
obtained on the 10th iust:, by 
Kopp’s sister, Mra. Barbara Lang- 
ton, in order to transact the sale 
of Evansville property which 
was held in Kopp's name. 

A sensation was sprung at the 
hearing shortly after the judge had 
pronounced Kopp dead when an 
aged Civil War veteran stood “up 
in the courtroom and declared he 
had received several letters f 
Kopp, dispatches from Evansvin 
said. Kopp, the veteran told the 
court, was an inmate of the hos- 
pital at the Sawtelle Soldier's 
Home. 

HELD UP | 
This caused the Probate judge 
to Yorder an investigation, adding 
that the ruling would be rescinded 
if Kopp made a claim for it with- 
in a reasgnable length of time. 
The judge also issued an order 
restraining the sale of the prop- 
erty. 
Kopp, when seen yesterday at 
the home, comfirmed the aged vet- 
eran’s statement that he is the 
man mentioned in the dispatches. 
He said he enlisted in the Army in 
Evaneaville in 1898 and served un- 
til April 39,1899. He left Evans- 
ville in 1901 and had not com- 
municated with relatives since that 
time. |

FORGOT PROPERTY 

The property mentioned in the 
dispatches, Kopp said, had been 
forgotten since he left Evansville. 
When Kopp left, the dispatches 
said, his home was a small shack 
on the outskirts of the city. Since 
that time factories have been built 
around tt and negro families have 
been paying rent to Kopp's sister, 
Mrs. Langton. She paid the taxes 
all the years, it is said. 

When the property was sought 
as a factory site. Mr. Langton 
found she could not dispose of it 
because it was held ith Kopp’'s 
name. She immediately instituted 
suit to declare her brother legally 
d „ When the case was called 
the sister introduced several wit- | 
nesses to show that nothing had 
been heard from Kopp in more 
than a score of years.

And now St. Petersburg and Constanti- 
nople follow in their footsteps. Both were 
ence seats of world powers; and the glory 
of each hag @eparted. Curiously enough, 
both owe their foundation to political con- 
siderations. A great emperor found it nec- 
essary to establish a capital at a s 
point in his empire. 

Constantinople was founded by the Ro- 
man Emperor Constantine. Rome was too 
far removed from the center of the then 
Roman Empire; and there were republican 
traditions that clung to the monuments of 
Rome which made it inadvisable as a seat 
for absolute power. 

So the Hmperor Constantine transferred 
his tal to the Bosporus. He compelled 
his nobles to establish residences there and, 

lating that a great city must be, in 
& measure, self-supporting, he offered spe 
cial ind ments to artisans and merchants. 
The Turkish conquerors found it admirably 
located for the seat of an empire that rest- 
ed of two continents. 

During the Middle Ages Constantinople 
was the greatest industrial center of Bu- 
rope. Its export of manufactured articles 
was enormous. With the progress of sci- 
ence, the invention of machines to replace 
hand labor and quantitative production the 
industrial supremacy of Constantinople 
waned. 

Then came the Balkan and World wars. 
The might of the Turkish Empire was de- 
stroyed and, one by one, its provinces 
passed under foreign control. Turkey lost 
all of it8 European territory but a strip of 
land at the extreme point of the Balkan 
Peningulg.The capital was too close to the 
frontiér. to be defended successfully from 
Asia. So the capital of the new Turkish re- 
public was removed to Angora and the Cali- 
phate was abolished. 

Constantinople is now rapidly passing in- 
to decadence, much more rapidly than it 
rose. Its popalation is dwindling, its indus- 
trial importance is only a memory. It is 
coming to resemble a vast cemetery. 

St. Petersburg was likewise founded be- 
cause a Russian Emperor held that Mos- 
cow Was not a suitable location for a capi- 
tal city. It was established by imperial 
fiat and residence there of the nobility was 
made compulsory. Lenim decided to move 
the capital back to Moscow. And, when lin- 
dustry and commerce col under the 
Bolsheviki, the glory of St. ersburg, like 
that of the Czars, passed into eclipse. Even 
the name has disappeared. The last Czar 
rechristened it Petrograd; and the Bolshev- 
iki have named it anew Leningrad.

“There may be grave consequences if the 
exclusion of Japanese nationals is carried 
through both Congress and the Senate,” 
warns the Japanese Ambassador at Wash- 
ington.

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How much mim are you taking 
a day? You know that milk is in 
dispensable for steady growth and 
development in children, and that 
each child should have at least one 
and one-half pints a day and, in 
many cases, a quart a day. Do you 
know it has been proved that foods 
that are best for growth and de- 
velopment in the child are also the 
beat foods for the maintenance of 
health in the adult? Therefore you, 
also, st.ould be having milk in 
your diet. 

Probably you can take a quart 
a day with benefit. but you should 
have at least a pint. If you are 
overweight you can take the skim 
milk or buttermilk. That has half 
the caloric value. (Whole milk is 
twenty calories to the ounce, and 
ekim milk or buttermilk is ten. If 
you take the whole milk when 
you are reducing, you can safely 
leave off your butter; but if you 
are taking skim or buttermilk, bet- 
ter have 100 calories of butter— 
one level tablespoonful or so—e 
day.) You need not take all of 
this milk in the form of drinks; 
you can take it in soups, sauces, 
custards, puddings. etc. 

Where do we get this large idea 
that this minimum allowance of 
milk for the child and the adult 
is a necessary part of the diet? 
Well, we know that the longest- 
lived and most virile peoples in 
the world, the pastoral Arabs and 
other pastoral people of Europe 
and Aste. subsist largely on milk. 
(‘When Metchnicoff first called at- 


tention to this, he thought their a 


longevity and virility were due to 
the lactic acid bacteria in their 
soured milks. We know now that 
it was the milk itself and not ite 


souring becteria that was oftec- 2 


tive. 

And we know from the sum of 
observatons in exact records in 
institutions for children and adults 
from nutrition classes, relief agen- 
cies, budgetary studies of fami- 
lies under nursing and dietitian 
care, taken together with the ex- 
periences of physicians and or 
medica] services in hospitals, and 
so on. Everything spelle milk, in 
large letters, for good nutrition. 

Now, there is a good reason for 
milk being such a valuable food. 
It is an almost perfectly balanced 
food. Its fat is one of the most 
valuable of fats! its carbohydrate 
{in the form of milk sugar) is one 
of the most valuable carbohy- 
drates; and its protein (casein) is 
the most valuable protein, being 
a super-complete protein which 
contains al! of the building ele- 
ments necessary for the growth of 
the protein tiassues in the body. 

Milk ts the only food that pro- 
vides sufficient lime for the devel- 
opment of the teeth and bones 
without including an oversupply of 
other food elements If a child has 
one and one-half pints of milk per 
day. you would not have to wor- 
ry if none of his other foods con- 
tain lime—because in this amount 
of milk there is enough lime to 
supply all the lime needs. 

The lactic acid bacteria of milk 
are a beneficial type of bacteria. 
Their growth in the intestines hin- 
der the growth of harmful bacte- 
ria. 

There are some who pretend to 
be teachers of nutrition, who main- 
tain that milk is an unnatural 
food after the teeth are in-——that
